Tile m ain constituent of oyster 
shell flour an d ground lim estone is 
calcium Use w hich ever m ay lie ob­ 
tained m ore reasonably. O yster shell 
flour is better th a n th e larg er p a r­ 
ticles of oyster shells 
lf growing m ash is fed to pullets. 
do not add ex tra calcium la-fore the 
birds sta rt laving because all good 
com m ercial growing m ashes contain 
the m axim um am ount of calcium 
and phosphorus. G row ing birds need 
a definite am o u n t of calcium , but 
it h as to be balanced at th e ratio 
two to one w ith phosj>horus. 
It will tx* d etrim en tal to growing 
pullets w hen th e calcium phosphorus 
ratio is out of balance. As soon as 
pullets sta rt laying, they need m ore 
calcium because th e ir eggshells con­
